House, Senate Pass Flurry of 
Bills While Work Continues 
on Budget Agreement

This past week was the final full week of 
the 2014 Regular Session, leaving only a few days 
remaining until this year’s 60-day session comes to a 
close. 

Most activity this past week in the Capitol 
centered around talks between House and Senate 
leadership to hopefully reach a compromise on a new 
two-year budget for the Commonwealth, and a road 
plan of projects in Kentucky for the next six years. 

While there are several differences between the 
Senate and House on these bills, one glaring difference 
is an issue many of us in the House took a stand against: 
raising taxes and increasing debt. The Senate budget 
and road plans removed the gas tax increase that I and 
many of my colleagues voted against simply because I 
believe it’s wrong to raise taxes in this trying economic 
climate. 

The Senate also reduced the amount of debt 
in the proposed budget, bringing our debt ratio level 
to around the same amount. The House Democrat 
Leadership wanted to put another $2 billion in new 
debt in the budget bill, and I voted ‘no’ because I didn’t 
want to put this additional burden on generations of 
Kentuckians to come. 

While discussions continued on the budget bill 
and road plan, the House was busy passing several bills 
and sending them on to Governor Beshear’s desk as we 
approach the end of the session. 

One issue that has gained much attention is legislation 
granting local schools relief from the number of snow 
days missed this year. The House and Senate reached a 
compromise and passed House Bill 211, which allows 
school systems to dismiss on June 6® based on the 
number of days missed due to winter weather. 

Another bill the Governor signed into law 
this week is House Bill 218 sponsored by Rep. Ken 
Upchurch, which will allow police officers to check 
a driver’s proof of insurance electronically and 
eliminating the need for motorists to carry a paper proof 
of auto insurance card. 

The House gave final passage this week on 
a bill designed to help those who deal with Epileptic 
seizures. Senate Bill 124 grants approval for a trial 
study on the use of cannabis oil to treat patients with 
seizures and related ailments. 

And legislation designed to honor and remember 
those who fought during ‘The Forgotten War’ was sent 
to the governor for his signature. Rep. Myron Dossett 
is the sponsor of HB 234 which designates July 27® as 
Korean War Armistice Day annually in Kentucky. 

As the final days wind down I expect more bills 
will go back and forth between the House and Senate, 
including hopefully a budget bill that is responsible and 
balanced for the people of the Commonwealth. 

I welcome your comments and concerns on any 
issues impacting our Commonwealth during these final 
days of the 2014 Regular Session.

WHAT WAS THE 
MESSAGE OF CHRIST? 

(31 March 14) 

What was the message of Jesus Christ while He was 
here on earth? Were His message and the preaching of 
John the Baptist the same? In light of Jesus’ message 
how should we react? What should we do? 

There is a form of Bible study called “the law of 
first mention.” Basically, what this means is that if 
you look at the first time a topic is discussed in the 
Scriptures you will have the general idea of the issue 
and can interpret other occurrences of the subject 
from the original light. 

Few notice the similarities of the first 
mentions of the preaching of John the Baptist and the 
preaching of Jesus Christ. 

Of John the Baptist: “In those days came John 
the Baptist, preaching in the wilderness of Judaea. 
And saying, Repent ye: for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand” (Matthew 3:1-2). 

The first mention of Jesus’ preaching comes 
from Matthew 4:17, “From that time Jesus began to 
preach, and to say, Repent: for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand.” 

No one would argue that the two men had different 
styles but now we see they had the same message. 
We’ve now answered two of our original questions. 
The message of Christ was to repent and the message 
of Him ana John are identical. 

I’ve been in church for roughly forty years and I’ve 
never heard anyone say the message of Christ was to 
repent. What I have heard most of all down through 
the years would be that His message is a message of 
love. But the first mention of His preaching is a topic 
of repentance. I f 

you are thinking Jesus’ first sermon may have been 
on the topic of repentance but His overall preaching 
was a message of love; don’t forget how Matthew 
4:17 begins, “From that time Jesus began to preach. 

. .” The implication is not that this was just a one 
sermon topic; the implication is that repentance was 
the topic of His preacning career. 

But what about “love your enemies” and stuff like 
that? He said that all the time; so wasn’t His message 
of love? How many people do you know that truly 
love their enemies? How many people do you know 
pray that God blesses those that have stabbed them 
in the back, or pray for them that are in competition 
with them for a promotion at work, or pray for the 
next door neighbor that took their dog to the humane 
society when he got through the fence last summer? I 
reckon if we know people like that at all we can count 
them on one hand. Is telling us to love our enemies 
and to pray for those that use us only a message of 
love or is the deeper message that we need to change 
on the inside; to repent? 

Twice in three verses (Luke 13:3-5) Christ 
tells us “except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 
Peter took this thought a step further and told us the 
will of God for everyone is for them to repent (2 Peter 
3:9). 

Repentance 

is more than doing the right thing; true repentance 
is a change of the heart. Throughout the Sermon on 
the Mount Christ is repeatedly reminding us God is 
looking at our heart as much, if not more, than our 
actions. He equates anger with murder (Matthew 
5:21-22) and lust with adultery (Matthew 5:27-28). It 
is also in the Sermon of the Mount where Christ tells 
us of people, who on judgment day, will list all the 
accomplishments they did in His name, yet He tells 
them, “I never knew you” (Matthew 7:21-23). 

When a person truly puts their faith in Christ and 
by God’s grace is saved (Ephesians 2:8-9) the heart 
changes. True Christians do good things because God 
has changed the heart. Sins that were committed in the 
past are now repulsive; God has changed the heart (2 
Corinthians 5:17). 

If your neighbor took your dog to the humane society; 
would you pray for him or yell at him? How’s your 
heart? Have you truly repented?

came in and said, “Frances 
needs help with her home. 
Her house is falling down 
around her, Volunteers 
have built her a home but 
in its current condition it is 
not livable. The bathroom 
is not finished, the floors 
are unfinished, and it has 
no closets. We are willing 
to donate some money to 
buy materials and we will 
volunteer to help rehab 
the house.” They wanted 
to know if Partnership 
Housing could help. 

After an inspection, 
the staff realized that this 
project was far too big 
for a few volunteers with 
limited financial resources 
to do. Along with the 
lack of floor coverings, 
unfinished bathroom and 
lack of closets, inspectors 
found that there was no 
HVAC, insulation was 
not adequate for energy 
efficiency, the disability 
ramps were too steep, 
there was no plumbing, no 
permanent foundation and 
the electrical needed to be 
upgraded. Contractors who 
looked at the house said that 
it would be easier to build 
the house from the ground 
up than to correct the many 
problems. Director Cassie 
Hudson and AmeriCorps 
member Rachael Marshall 
learned that the old home 
Frances lived in had caught 
fire from the electrical 
outlets three times this year. 
One had to step gingerly 
on the kitchen floor or risk 
breaking through to end 
up on the ground. Cassie, 
Rachael and the Partnership 
Housing Board all felt 
that this was not only a 
worthy project but it was 
urgent that something be 
done. After consulting with 
Wilma Kelley of Beattyville 


Housing, Cassie learned 
that Partnership Housing 
and Beattyville Housing 
could collaborate to do 
all the changes needed to 
rehab and make the house 
into a comfortable home for 
Frances and daughter Lisa. 
The project was bid out, 


the lowest bid chosen and 
work began on the house in 
November. Finished House 
Move in day, March 
26, 2014, was a red letter 
day both for Frances and 
for Partnership Housing! 
Friends of Frances came 
out to carry her furniture 


across Winklers Branch 
and into the house so she 
could move in. Thanks 
to the efforts of friends, 
Partnership Housing 
and Beattyville Housing 
Frances’s dream of a warm, 
comfortable home came 
true.
